New Yo rk, May 3 1.—Friday after­ 
no o n the natio nal Maine mo nument 
was unv eiled and presented to the city 
while citizens by sev eral tho usand, 
so me o f the mo st distinguished in the 
co untry , sto o d with bared heads and 
while 15,000 so ldiers and sailo rs sto o d 
at present arms. It needed no elabo r­ 
ate ceremo nial to make the scene im­ 
pressiv e.
